Troops Push

CAIRO, Sept. 1.—(4)—United 
States land and air forces fought 
grimly tonight alongside Britain’s 
army of the Nile against a new 
and perhaps the supreme German 
offensive to wrest Alexandria, 
Egypt and the Suez from Allied 
hands.

An escape from doomed Bataan 


under crossfire from enemy shells, 
refuge in the underground tunnels 
of Corregidor while shrapnel burst 
overhead, and a timely departure 
in a submarine mark the “lucky 
breaks” in the eventful life of 
pretty Lieutenant Leona Gastin- 
ger, Army nurse, who came un- 
scathed through the holocaust 
that was the battle for the Philip- 
pines. 

“I don’t know how I happened 
to be among the lucky few who 
escaped,” said the nurse, who is 
now stationed at Lawson General 
hospital. “It was all horrible. 
Nothing can be said which would 
exaggerate the hardships our men 
endured. Yet, through it all, they 
never lost courage or ceased to 
hope for a convoy to arrive, bring- 
ing them supplies and reinforce- 
ments.” 

A few days before Bataan fell 
on April 8, Lieutenant Gastinger 
explained, the number of men 
brought to the general hospital on 
the peninsula where she was sta- 
tioned was almost tripled. 

“We knew that the end was 
near,” she added. “We nurses 
made our escape in trucks and 
automobiles.” 

Bursting Inferno. 

Leaving the hospital at about 10 
o’clock at night, they braved the 
inferno of shells bursting around 
them. When an ammunition dump 
just off the road blew up, they 
calmly waited for the fire to die 
down and then proceeded on their | 
way to the coast. 

While enemy planes flew over- 
head and discharged bombs and 
more bombs, the nurses disem- 
barked from the trucks and hid in | 
a culvert. In the last mad dash | 
for the river boat which was to

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The Only Hope 

Dr. M. L. Brittain, president of Georgia Tech, 
in a statement made public Monday, declared 
that it would be far better for that institution 
to lose a million dollars than for it to lose its 
accredited standing. 

That accredited standing was lost yesterday, 
in accordance with the decision of the accredit- 
ing association of southern colleges, taken ata 
meeting last December. 

D:;. Brittain’s statement becomes one more 
of the lengthening list from outstanding 
educators of the state which have, sadly yet 
unavoidably, condemned Governor Talmadge 
for his outrageous action against the University 
System. He charged, as basis for that action, 
upon no intelligent evidence whatsoever, that 
some members of the faculties of units in the 
University System had favored co-education of 
the races in Georgia. The result of that charge 
was the dismissal of Dean Walter D. Cocking, 
of the College of Education at Athens, and of 
Dr. Marvin S. Pittman, president o: the Teach- 
ers’ College at Statesboro. Neither man had 
ever advocated racial co-education. 

Colonel Sandy Beaver, who was chairman 
of the University Board of Regents at the time 
of the Cocking-Pittman ousters, has, declared 
there was absolutely no evidence to substantiate 
that calumny. President Harmon Caldwell, of 
the University of Georgia, has likewise branded 
the charge as absurd, Chancellor S. V. Sanford, 
of the University System, has added his voice 
to those refuting the accusation. Surely no one 
in the state could be in as good position to know 
the truth as these three. 

Dr. Brittain, in his Monday statement, con- 
cludes with the words: 

“It is my duty, therefore, to let the public 
know these facts and the need for change in 
attitude by our state officials to preserve our 
institutions of learning.” 

Dr. Brittain in that sentence unerringly 
pointed out the only method by which Georgia’s 
University System can be restored to the ac- 
credited status. That is by “change in attitude 
of our state officials.” Meaning the Governor, 
who has been solely responsible for the tragedy. 

However, Governor Talmadge has demon- 
strated it.is impossible for him to confess his 
error and change his attitude. Some of his 
closest friends have spent hours seeking to 
induce him to make this change and he has 
stubbornly clung to his fantastic position. Ap- 
parently he has so low an opinion of the intel- 
ligence of the average Georgia voter, he believes 
he can win votes by continuing his outrageous 
flaunting of the synthetic “race issue” on 
which he has based his campaign for re-elec- 
tion. 

Therefore, inasmuch as the present Gover- 
nor will not change his attitude, the only re- 
course for Georgia voters is to change gover- 


nors. 
Ellis Arnall, who will be nominated over 


Talmadge in the primary of next Wednesday, 
is pledged to remove control of the University 
and all its units from politics. When this is 
done, the accredited standing of Georgia’s insti- 
tutions of higher learning will be restored. 
Election of Arnall is the only way remaining 


to rescue the University System.

The battle of Milne Bay will be marked as 
a turning point in the war with Japan just 
as great as the battles of the Coral Sea, Mid- 
way and the Solomons.

Georgia Editors Say: 


LOOKS LIKE A NEW GOVERNOR. 
(From The Early County News) 

With the state primary less than two weeks 
off, indications point to the election of Attorney 
General Ellis Arnall as the next Governor of 
Georgia. Every week brings news of new de- 
fections from the Talmadge ranks—many of 
them Talmadge leaders in former campaigns. 
Georgians generally are waking up to the fact 
that four more years of Talmadgeism will mean 
disaster for the State University System, with 
Georgia colleges off the accredited list and many 
students leaving the state to complete their edu- 
cation. They also recognize that four more years 
of Talmadgeism means four more years of dic- 
tatorship, four more years of wholesale pard»n- 
ing of criminals, which, under the present Gov- 
ernor, has reached the staggering total of over 
4,000. They recognize that under Talmadge, 
whose hatred of the President is well known, 
there can be no wholehearted co-operation with 
the national government in its war effort. (Geor- 
gians haven't forgotten that measures intended 
to facilitate the war program which were passed 
by the last legislature at the request of the Presi- 
dent, were promptly vetoed by Mr. Talmadge.) 
Georgians haven't forgotten that Mr. Talmadge 
vetoed the old-age pension bill and that although 
thousands of Georgians are now receiving this 
assistance, it is being received not because of 
but in spite of Governor Talmadge, who has to 
disburse the funds flowing into the treasury 
under provisions of the laws enacted by the 
legislature under a previous administration. 
Neither have Georgians forgotten the Governor's 
veto of the free schoolbook bill and the seven- 
month school law, and that they are in opera- 
tion in spite of and not because of any effort 
of Mr. Talmadge. Neither have they forgotten 
his contemptuous references to the CCC boys 
and the men in overalls. Lastly, they have not 
forgotten the Governor’s promise of economy in 
government, only to find that he now has more 
employes on the state pay roll than in all Geor- 
gia’s history. Rembering all these things, is it 
any wonder that thousands of Georgians who 
love their state and want to see its fair name 
redeemed are turning to the ranks of Ellis Ar-

Faust lives as a classic because its phychology is sound, time- 
less and universal. Mephistopheles does not offer every man all 
that he desires in exchange for his soul, but this may be because 
he can usually get a better bargain. 

Only the few born great are taken to the top of a high moun- 
tain and shown the world that may be theirs if they will worship 
the devil, but every little man is subjected to similar tests ad- 
justed to his size. In fact, scarcely a day passes without some 
offer of exquisite pleasure or profit or glory if he will break the 
rules—that is, sell out to the devil. 

It is not true that every man has his price in money, for many 
men prize self-respect and reputation more than riches: but every 
man has his particular weakness, usually fostered and improved 
by cultivation, and this is the thing that sets his price when he 
sells out. 

With the exception of weak self-indulgence, and the possible 
exception of lust, the most nearly universal of all human weak- 
nesses or faults is greed. The love of money (not money itself) 
is the root of all evil. In all of man’s dealings with man, the chief 
cause of strife and malice, deceit and treachery, cruelty and dis- 
honor, is the passion for money. 

If a man truly loves money, it is doubtful whether he is capable 
of being honest. Man’s capacity for self-deception is so limitless, 
and he has such skill in justifying to himself any action which 
brings a profit, that one who develops a love for money is no longer 
able. to distinguish between honesty and dishonesty. He sees only 
the bait, the money he may get or keep, and his yearning for it ig 
so great that it seems rightfully his. 

The love of money warps the mind like the love of conquest, 
and a warped mind makes its own rules to justify whatever action 
will satisfy its yearning.

But just let a baseball club, which for years has 
been absorbing the difference, pass the tax on to the 
fan and a mighty how! is heard in the land. 

Maybe the fan would like to take over the operation of 
a ball club, but before such a drastic step were taken he 
should be told of the odds against coming out even. He 
might need the money. 

Let’s first consider the breakdown on an 85 cent grand- 
stand ticket. Here it is: 

85c ticket 

8c federal tax 

5c for league 
20c for visiting club 
52c for home club 

Now for the bleacher ticket at 55 cents. 

55c ticket 

5c for government 
5c for league 

20c for visiting club 
25c for home club 

Now, say the home club draws 200,000 customers for a 
season. Of this number, 120,000 will seek grandstand seats 
and the rest—80,000—will prefer sun seats in the bleachers. 
Nowadays they call it moon glow. 

The gross receipts at the gate will amount to $82,400, 
What about the cost of players? It will run, for the year, 
around $30,000. ; 

Only a drop in the bucket is the cost of players. 
Cost of baseball operations includes 36 items, and for 
the seven months as of this date exceed $100,000. 
Concession sales expense and administrative expense 
amount to $47,000. 

How does this compare with $50,000 in gate receipts?

- A warning to politicians and 
their supporters to stop attempt-
